Athletics In Review 



All those interested in H. J, C. are proud of the athletic teams which represented the school 
during the year. We are proud of these teams, not only because of the splendid records made, but 
also because of the excellent sportsmanship displayed. 

The football season saw the debut of Randolph "Monk" Campbell as coach, who in his first year 
enjoyed a successful season. Starting slow under a new system, the team showed steady improve- 
ment and finished as third in conference standing. 

The boys' basketball team under Coach Thomas had a very successful season as shown by win- 
ning 22 games. The team was composed primarily of Freshmen with only one man from last 
year's squad; thus leaving a group who should go far next year. 

The girls' basketball team under the direction of Coach Frank enjoyed the most successful 
season in the history of the school, winning 25 out of the 26 games and climaxing the tournament 
with a thrilling victory over Moorhead — 41-40 for championship. 

The 1940 baseball team, composed of an entirely new group of boys, under the direction of 
Coach Thomas, won the state championship for the third consecutive year; thereby setting a Junior 
College record for the baseball title. 

The tennis team for 194 0, with an inexperienced squad, made a very good record. The girls' 
team won the doubles for three consecutive years, thus establishing a new record for consecutive 
winnings. 

H. J. C. had in 1940 its greatest track team, composed mostly of boys who had not partici- 
pated in this sport before entering college. Coach Frank, with a small squad, won second in the 
state meet, being defeated 6 points by Raymond. Outstanding was the mile relay team composed of 
Bullock, Jones, Hudspeth and Mabry. This team entered the Tri-State meet in Memphis during 
the Cotton Carnival, where they ran a three minute, twenty-five second mile to place above such 
teams as Ole Miss, Vanderbilt and Raymond.
